aw mbers of the Cabinet and others who 
vrefo oonsulted before it was made pub¬ 
lic a “justifiable bluff* to prevent the 
ftteamehlp lines taking Immigrants from 
the Infectsd European ports for the 
Tnited States, and from information 
since received it will he succeeeful. It 
was very well known to the President 
and the members of the Cabinet that the 
National Government has no legal au¬ 
thority to override or set aside the 
health regulations and laws of any state; 
but It was expected that the proclama¬ 
tion wonld he endorsed by the State 
Boards of Health, which would make it 
as Hading as If it were actually a law, 
and a number of them have approved 
the proclamation. So far as known the 
)nly “kicker” is the Health Officer of 
New York city, and no fears are enter¬ 
tained of any serious clash with him; 
but If h# should try to make trouble the 
Attorney General will at once recommend 
to President Harrison the railing of an 
extra session of Congress to pass a law 
putting, the control of all quarantine 
against foreign countries in charge of 
national authorities. It would be a blow 
to "State’s rights," but at such a time 
of general peril the benefit of the whole 
country would probably outweigh, in 
the eyes of Congress, any tnjuiy that 
might he done to theories of any sort by 
the passage of such a law. Tba true 
theory of government is the greatest 
good to the greatest ■ umber. 

Owing to the unexpected ordering of 
the Concord to Venezuela and the 
Keamarge to tks West Indies, the Navy 
Department has Informs^ the Citizens’
